Washing ton, Sept. ll.—Today noon 
the senate met and beg an a series 
of adjou rnments ov er to continu e u n­ 
til after the cu rrency bill is reported 
to the senate. 
Th* senate adjou rned 
today u ntil Monday and then, on meet­ 
ing , will adjou rn ov er u ntil Thu rsday 
ag ain and continu e with two meeting s 
each week, transacting no important 
bu siness u ntil cu rrency is taken u p. 
Many senators hav e left town to g et 
a little rest du ring the lu ll. 
President 
Wilson 
su mmoned 
the 
steering committee of the senate to 
the White Hou se for the pu rpose of 
ascertaining ex actly what the pros­ 
pects are for the passag e of the cu r­ 
rency hill at this session. 
The presi­ 
dent left no dou bt in the minds of tile 
senators of his intense earnestness 
and 
determination 
in 
this 
matter. 
When the senators left it was ev ident 
that they had made u p their minds 
that there wou ld hav e to be a sincere 
effort to pu sh the bill throu g h, ev en if 
it necessitated their remaining on the 
job u ntil December. 
The hou se will 
pass the bill nex t week, bu t the sen­ 
ate will not beg in activ e work in com­ 
mittee u ntil the tariff bill is finally 
disposed. 
The prospect is that the conferees 
representing the two hou ses of the 
cong ress will make short work of the 
tariff bill. The plan is to g et the bill 
into the hands of President Wilson the 
latter part of nex t week. 
It will not 
be necessary for the president to take 
time to stu dy it, for he has followed 
the bill with g reat care since the day 
it was introdu ced into the hou se. 
Unless there shall be u nex pected de­ 
lay the manu factu rers and merchants 
of the cou ntry may cou nt on the bill 
g oing into effect Sept. 20. Apparently 
there will be no wrang ling ov er the 
adoption of the conference committee 
report by the two hou ses. 
It seems 
ex tremely dou btfu l whether a qu oru m 
will be present in the senate when the 
conference report comes in. 
The Re­ 
pu blican senators hav e abandoned the 
fig ht and v ery g enerally are leav ing 
for home. 
Concu rrence in the report 
of the conference committee will be a 
mere formality .
